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CANCELLATION OF AIRMAIL CONTRACTS 


From what little has leaked out it appears that it is a pretty 
unsavory mess, which is being unearthed at Washington by 
the investigators into airmail contracts. The fact that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has ordered all the airmail contracts cancelled, 
on the ground that they were obtained by conspiracy, collu- 
sion and fraud, should cause honest people to pause before 
they fall for the propaganda that Our President has cancelled 
all mail contracts without any discrimination, whatsoever. 


Would it not be more to the point and more in order for 
all those people, who have been making so much noise and 
finding so much fault with Our President, for what they call 
punishing the honest and the innocent with the crooks and the 
guilty,” if they themselves would suspend judgment against 
Our President, until they really found out what his reasons 
were and are for taking such summary action in the case of 
the aircraft crowd? 


Is it not plainly illogical for these critics to demand that 
the President wait, before cancelling the airmail] contracts, 
until all the offenders have had a chance to wend their way 
through the tortuous and endless labyrinth of litigation, which 
might drag along for years, while these very critics are them- 
selves doing the unfair act of failing to ascertain the reasons 
for the President’s cancellation of the airmail contracts, before 
denouncing him for taking such summary action? It is like 
a burglar being caught redhanded, carrying valuables out the 
back door. In such a case, should those being robbed stop the 
theft then and there, if it lay within their power to do so, or 
should they permit the thieves to carry away the loot and let 
them come back for more, on the ridiculous theory that they 
must first be given a fair and impartial trial in the court, and 
be duly convicted therein, before any move should be made 
to have the stolen valuables returned to the rightful owners? 

Postmaster General Farley told Congress he has the proof 
that all the airmail contracts ordered cancelled were obtained 
by conspiracy, collusion and fraud. If so, the only right move 
for the President to make was to cancel them forthwith, just 
as he did Farley's reply to Lindbergh's telegram of protest is 
both charitable and significant. He merely stated to Lind- 
bergh who has been such a tragic victim of newspaper pub- 
licity, that the President had referred his telegram of protest 
to him for reply and that he was sure that Lindbergh, when 
he learned the true facts, would withdraw his protest. 


In the meantime plans for turning over airmail deliveries 
to the army fliers, as set forth in the original order, have been 
carried out. If the private aircraft corporations have a real 
case for complaint they still have our courts to appeal to for 
both relief and redress of their grievances. If they fail to re- 
sort to such action the public will naturally conclude they have 
no confidence in their own contracts, as matters now stand. 
If they do resort to the courts and fail to establish their case 
the government may come back at them with action to return 
the forty to fifty millions of excess charges, which Farley in- 
formed Congress has already been filched from the govern- 


ment. Such action should be taken anyway and we hope it will 
be. 


RECOGNITION OF LABOR 


It could hardly be expected that those, who all their lives 
have conducted a fanatical campaign against having any deal- 
ings whatever with Organized Labor, should now embrace the 
National Industrial Recovery Act and submit meekly to those 
provisions of that act which recognize the right of labor to 


organize and bargain collectively with their employers, yet | 


this is exactly what the law requires. 


Not a few of these anti-union employers seem to fail to 
realize that this law means what it says. They seem to imagine 
that, somehow, they will be able to evade and ignore this law 
and be permitted to continue their former practices of discharg- 
ing any employe, who becomes active in behalf organization 
of his fellow employes. In Imperial Valley some employers 
and even our Lynch-law governor, may learn to their surprise 
and consternation that Section 7a of the National Industrial 
Recovery Act means just what it says. 

The worst labor troubles that have ever taken places have, 
almost invariably have been caused by the refusal of employers 
to negotiate with the chosen representatives of the workers 
directly affected. Realizing that it is much easier to cow in- 
dividuals, one at a time, into submission there always have 
been employers who insisted they would not deal with em- 
ployes on any other basis than the individual basis. Now the 
law lays down the principle that labor has a right to organize 
and that employers must deal with labor collectively, when- 
ever employes decide to deal in this way. 


Fair wages, short work day, sanitary conditions, are 
always assured the workers where the union label, shop card 
and working button are used or displayed.
